Soviet Flyer's Trip to Cover 
Unexplored Area in Arctic

Moscow, 
July 
22 
(AP)—Soviet 
preparations for establishm ent of 
a weather observatory a t the North 
Pole were made known Sunday in 
connection with the projected Mos- 
cow-San Francisco flight of Sig­ 
mund Levanevsky. One of the chief 
purposes of the trip is to explore 
with this idea in mind, O tto U. 
Schmidt, head of the N orthern Sea 
Route departm ent, stated. 
Another practical purpose will be 
to prove the feasibility of rapid con­ 
tact with America via the transarc- 
tic route. 
Plane Is Freakish Appearing 
The mystery plane awaiting fa­ 
vorable weather for the take-ofT of 
the 6,250-mile non-stop flight was 
definitely revealed Sundey to have 
been designed by A. N, Tupalov, 
constructor of the Maxim Gorky, 
who has just returned from Ameri­ 
ca. 
It is a freak in appearance, a 
monoplane with long, narrow, low 
wings and short gray fuselage. Tile 
landing 
wheels 
are 
placed 
wide 
apart under the wings. 
It is equip­ 
ped with a radio. 
Schmidt said th at an exhaustive 
study of the Arctic has convinced 
him it is possible to make frequent 
trips to the pole. 
Outlines Plans for Observatory 
"The time is quite near when 
planes will be able regularly to sup­ 
ply observatories and expeditions 
with food and equipm ent,” he said. 
“This makes it possible to establish 
observatories on fixed portions of 
ice, with one at the pole itself. The 
scientific personnel can be left there 
for shifts of a year. The polar ob-

servatory will give daily radio pre­ 
dictions of the weather and report 
the air currents. 
It will also meas­ 
ure the depths of the ocean and 
study ocean life to check the laws 
of ice motion." 
Polar reports will serve as a basis 
of prediction of weather all over 
the Soviet Union as well as An­ 
other lands, he asserted. 
"Levanevsky’s trip will prove the 
possibility of trensarctic flights as 
a means of rapid contact with dist­ 
ant lands,” he said. 
To fly Over Blank Spot on Maps 
Veering left after he crosses the 
pole he will fly over part of the 
Arctic never before explored, now a 
blank spot on the maps. Radio sta­ 
tions aboard Soviet icebreakers in 
Arctic w aters and northern shore 
I stations of both the Soviet Union 
and America will endeavor to keep 
in contact w ith the plane. 
The icebreaker Sadko is now near 
Spitzbergen on the flyers* 
route, 
sending w eather reports to Moscow 
twice daily in preparation for the 
flight. 
The Sndko itself is instructed to 
proceed north to the eighty-fifth 
parallel on an exploration trip be­ 
fore returning to Russia. 
l*ilot to Use Sun Compass 
Victor 
Levchenko, 
34-year-old 
navigator 
for 
Levanevsky, 
when 
interviewed in Moscow, said: 
‘‘I will not be interrupted in my 
duty from the moment we pass 
Murmansk until we reach the Ca­ 
nadian coast. 
All roads lead south 
from the pole, but my job is to find 
one th at leads to San Francisco. 
The plane is in excellent shape and 
has fine equipm ent.” 
About 2,700 miles of the trip will 
be over Arctic and adjacent waters. 
The pilot will steer a course with a 
special sun compass. He intends to 
fly high to avoid clouds.
